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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 5-8 are pending. No new matter has been added by 
way of the present amendment. For instance, the specification has 
been amended to reference parent and priority applications. Also, 
the recitation of Tin (having a chemical symbol Sn) was incorrect 
in claims 1 and 5. In fact, in the present specification at page 
7, paragraph 36, wherein "tin" is referred to, in fact should have 
properly referred to "TiN" (titanium nitride) . Applicants had 
previously misinterpreted this u tin" as support for "Sn" in the 
claims, and subsequently amended the claims to include "Sn" . 
However, Applicants now understand that this was erroneous and 
therefore, the claims have been amended to remove the recitation of 
"Sn", which was incorrectly added. Accordingly, no new matter has 
been added. 

Applicants further submit that no new issues have been raised 
by way of the present amendment. For instance, the specification 
has been amended to refer to the parent application and the 
priority application. Additionally, the incorrect recitation of 
"Sn" has been removed from claims 1 and 5. The current claim scope 
was already considered by the Examiner to be allowable. 
Accordingly, the Examiner is not presented with the burden of 
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additional search and/or consideration. Thus, no new issues have 
been raised.
